A slow, soaking rain brought 0 63-

The 14-hour rain literally meant 
cash in the bank for farmers, who 
stood by helplessly and watched 
their fields burn brown last month, 
while ponds and streams dried to 
a trickle.

Yesterday’s showers, along with

That’s just 0.07 less than the total 
July rainfall, which was 1.87, the 
second driest in 40 years in Co­ 
lumbiana County.

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Sunset For Colonialism 


The chances are the reader never heard of 
Pondicherry and K ankal, port cities in India. 
The chances are now there will be no occasion 
for readers ever to hear of them, because 
France has let it be known they will be turned 
back to India. They were the last rem nants 
of French colonialism in India. 


The main rem nant of French colonialism in 
Asia as a whole was Indochina which France 
tried to hold on to unwisely and not well. It 
could have profited by the example of G reat 
Britain, which knew when to get out of India 
and more recently has known when to get out 
of Suez. While there are some who interpret 
every retreat from colonialism as a surrender 
to 
the 
Kremlin, 
whose 
trouble-m akers un­ 
doubtedly have m ade the most of native re­ 
sentm ent of colonialism, there is another interp­ 
retation that m akes m ore sense. There is a 
time to withdraw from an indefensible position. 
The sun has set on the British empire. It 
now shines on 
the 
British 
commonwealth. 
Colonialism is through. The “ white m an’s bur­ 
den” has been lifted from his shoulders even 
though he has not given it up without a struggle. 
The source of a deep em barrassm ent between 
the United States and its European allies is 
being rapidly eliminated. 


The United States has been committed in 
its declarations of policy throughout the 20th 
century to anti-colonialism. Its views on self- 
determ ination are known throughout the world. 
But the conflict between its views and the 
views of its colony-holding allies 
has 
been 
obvious, and it has been em barrassing. To the 
extent that colonialism is being eliminated as 
a cause of friction in the world, the prestige 
of the United States as the leader of the free­ 
dom bloc is boing increased. 
Eventually, there will be only one nation op­ 
posed to the right of self-determination for all 
people—the Soviet Union, whose despotic rulers 
seek to exploit the entire world. 


Less Than Altogether 


The conection between the evangelist m ak­ 
ing an issue of organized nudism in Battle 
Creek. Mich., and a U.S. Army order against 
bad taste in sum m er clothing worn by G.I. 
wives and daughters in Germany is so obvious 
that even an editorial writer hesitates to pounce 
on it. 
The great m erit of clothing lies in its ability 
to make us look somewhat better than we would 
be if there were no seam stresses and tailors. 
More power to those who prefer to cavort in 
the altogether, but most of us are better off 
when we do our cavorting In the less than 
altogether. 
But this, like the decision to cavort at all, 
is a m atter of judgment. At one extrem e are 
nudists, who w ear nothing. At the other are 
eccentrics, who sometimes appear among us 
on a sum m er day wearing overcoats and fur 
hats. Between the extrem es are all the rest 
of us, who incline this way or that way, de­ 
pending on the tem perature and our inclina­ 
tions. 
Among the wives and daughters of U.S. mili­ 
tary personnel in Germany are some who have 
inclined too far toward nudism. Not all of them, 
it may be deduced from a specific prohibition 
against “ m ature women wearing blue jeans,” 
have been well advised. Which brings this ob­ 
servation back to the beginning, where ev ery 
well constructed editorial should end: The great 
m erit of clothing lies in its ability to make us 
look bettor than we would look otherwise—un­ 
less otherwise we happen to be a pleasing eye­ 
ful. Not many of us can qualify as eyefuls. 


The Gise Of Mrs, Moss 


The case of Mrs. Annie Lee Moss, whose 
name was first brought to public attention when 
Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy called her as a wit­ 
ness while holding hearings on what he called 
Communist coddling in the Army, is a puzzling 
one,* indeed. 
A wave of protest and denunciation whirled 
around McCarthy’s head for what his opponents 
described 
as an 
unwarranted attack on 
a 
loyal government employe. 
The Wisconsin senator was castigated for hav­ 
ing allegedly made up his mind about Mrs. 
Moss, who is a Signal Corps worker, before 
hearing her testimony. 
It seems now that her defenders might be 
guilty of the sam e thing. The Army has re­ 
opened the case “on the basis of information 
which was not previously available and which 
has not been satisfactorily resolved by an in­ 
vestigation.” 
Mrs. Moss was given 30 days to present her 
case to a security hearing board. 
She m ay be loyal in every respect, but since 
the Army must have good reason for suspending 
her a second time, it is quite apparent that her 
defenders as well as her critics ought to with­ 
hold judgment until all the evidence is in.

by the 
committee. Each senator 
sat not 
only as a judge and jury but as a 
prosecuting attorney with rights of 
exam ination 
and 
cross - exam ­ 
ination and with 
the 
additional 
right to make a speech of sum m a­ 
tion whenever he chose. And many 
of them did. 
The only rule that all agreed 
upon and lived up to was the IO 
minute rule which m eant that af­ 
ter a IO minute period of interroga­ 
tion or speech-making, a senator 
would subside until his next turn 
cam e around unless he had a point j 
of order to m ake which some made 
pointlessly or unless he rose to a 
m atter of personal privilege which 
often consumed hours. 


PRESIDING under such circum ­ 
stance, with the television grind­ 
ing away constantly, 
qjider 
the 
physical heat of kleig fights and 
the psychological heat engendered 
not o n l y by mounting ambition 
but by vindictive hatred, was a 
very tough job. 
Some suggest that Mundt might 
have banged the gavel more often 
to shut his colleagues up.

Many even 
champion us against the S o v i e t 
world. T h e y believe in d e m o ­ 
cracy. But they are anti-capital­ 
ist. They would nationalize all in­ 
d u stry in whatever land they con­ 
trolled fully — slowly, certainly, 
but definitely! For, they are M arx­ 
ists. 
Now this raises a great moral 
an intellectual problem! 
T h e 
S o c i a l i s t s 
Interna­ 
tional. many leaders of which are 
tortured veterans of Nazi and S o 
viet concentration cam ps, controls 
or influences sharply m any power­ 
ful unions and national labor fed­ 
erations in England, France. Ger­ 
many, the Low’lands, the Scandi­ 
navian countries and Italy. 


IN EUROPE, virtually all unions 
have a political party attached and 
every Socialist or Labor party is 
tied up with a labor federation. 
Although the U S. has 
s p e n t 
scores of millions of dollars bol­ 
stering these unions and helping to 
reconstruct them after the 
war, 
strong anti-U.S. sentiment is de­ 
veloping inside the E u r o p e a n 
labor and socialist movements. 
This sentim ent is coupled with 
a sharp increase in the desire to 
join the European unions in “ un­ 
ity” with the S o v i e t-controlled 
World Federation of Trade Unions 
—an outfit which Sen. Wiley has 
called the main conduit of Russian 
manpower and one used to sabot­ 
age the U.S. and capture govern­ 
ments such as Guatem ala. 
In Britain, for example, 14 big 
unions, 
including 
the 
electrical 
workers, the railwaymen and the 
m iners, with a total m em bership j 
of 2.653.000, have demanded that 
a joint conference be called be­ 
tween the Soviet’s World Federa- ; 
tion of Trade Unions and the anti- | 
Communist International Confed­ 
eration of Free Trade Unions. 


THIS LATTER organization has 
for some time had the AFL and 
CIO as its m ainstay. Many do not 
believe that either the AFL or the 
CIO would continue their support 
of the International Confederation , 


if its European leaders decided to 
confer with the Soviet global labor 
network chiefs. There also are, 
of course, m any European labor 
leaders who will fight such “in­ 
ternational trade union unity.” 
However, there IS undisputable 
labor sentiment for such a move 
—now that the Soviets are willing 
to dine with W estern leaders — 
inside French, Belgian, Scandinav­ 
ian and Italina labor circles. And 
it m ay yet come to pass. 
With this as background, 
it is 
im portant to know that the U.S. 
today spends over a million dol­ 
lars a year to “ bolster” European 
labor. 
This is done on the theory that 
it is vital to m ake all Europe’s 
labor strong so it can fight the 
Communists right inside the fac­ 
tories themselves.

Most of this 
money 
is 
being 
spent either at the direction of. or 
j directly through American labor 
leaders, who 
w a n t 
a 
strong 
• anti-Communist 
labor 
movement 
on this continent. 
This money is disbursed mostly 
in France and 
Italy

some of it goes via 
Switzerland 
and into German unions as well. 
Actually only a few’ men high in 
our government know’ e x a c t l y 
where the million dollars goes. It 
gets m arked off as expenditures 
for aid in “ productivity’’ and “ ed­ 
ucation” by H a r o l d Stassen’s 
F o r e i g n 
Operations 
Admini­ 
stration.

An unprecedented challenge to 
constitutionalism — and 
one that 
can curtail the right of a m em ber 
of Congress hereafter to express 
freely and without fear of intimida­ 
tion his views on public questions 
—has been projected by the vote of 
the Senate to create a special com­ 
m ittee of six to consider certain 
charges m ade by other senators 
against Sen. McCarthy. 
The issue is not whether what 
the Wisconsin senator has said in 
his speeches about Gen. Marshall 
or anyone else was or was not 
meritorious, but whether the Sen­ 
ate is about to try

States senator for conduct which 
it has never heretofore prescribed 
as a violation of its rules.

Is that a “ standard” for a sen­ 
ator, too?

and maybe if he suspects corrup­ 
tion or treason, he may feel justi­ 
fied in risking his job for the pub­ 
lic welfare—is there any rule of

ent conduct from that which is

against 
the 
Wisconsin 
senator? 


ONE OF THE charges now has 
blown up in the faces of the ac­ 
cusers—the Army has just 
sus­ 
pended for the second time Annie 
Moss, 
whom 
McCarthy charged 
was a Communist, and this time 
it is stated some new information 
has been uncovered by the FBI. 
Supposing the resolution of “ cen­ 
sure” for his having made the 
charge 
in 
the 
Moss 
case had 
passed the Senate when the anti- 
McCarthy senators were pressing 
for a vote last week—would they 
today be revoking their action? 
Could they undo the dam age 
done the Wisconsin 
senator 
by 
such a resolution of "censure” im­ 
pugning his integrity and his fi­ 
delity to his duty, as he sees it, 
in trying to rid the government 
of Communists? 
The select committee of sena­ 
tors can make a report promptly 
and briefly—namely, that it cannot 
try McCarthy because there are 
no rules of conduct covering his 
speeches or alleged attitudes in 
his committee hearings and that, 
if there are to be rules, then all 
m em bers should 
be

to 
them hereafter and not retroac­ 
tively.

Hailed Bv Pilots 
BURBANK, CaUf. IP -T h e Navy 
said today that one of its two rad­ 
ically new “ pogo stick” fighters 
has made history's first free verti­ 
cal 
takeoff 
and the other has 
proved able to hover motionless 
in free flight. 
The first. Convair’s XFY1 delta 
wing job, rose unassisted 20 feet 
from the ground at Moffett Naval 
Station last Sunday. On subsequent 
Rights Monday and Tuesday it 
rose 150 feet then backed down to 
a landing on its tail. 
The other, Lockheed's XFV1. has 
taken off horizontally then hovered 
nearly motionless in the sky in a 
nearly vertical position for several 
seconds on several occasions. 
Test Pilot J. F. ^Skeets* Cole­ 
man said of the Convair model:
